SPEECH OF HENRY CLAY IW THB 


U. S. SENATE, FEB. 7TH, 1839. 


MR. PRESIDENT:—At the period of th« 


formation of out Constitution, and after- 
wards, our patriotic ancestors apprehondeil 
danger to the Union from two causes. O.i« 
was the Allegheny mountains, dividing Iho 
waters which flow into the Atlantic Ocnatt 
I'rom those which Iiml their outlet in tint 
Gulf of Mexico.
